There was 2 Mecting of fome Hioneft Peo- 
ple in the City, upon the Occaftén of the 
Diicovery of fome Attempt, to ftifle the 
Evidence of the Witneffes, and Tampering 
with Bedlowand Stephen Dugdale —— And 
among the Difcourte M: Bedlow faid he 
had Letters from Jreland, that there were 
fome Tories to be brought over hither, who 
were privarely to Murcher Dr. Oats, aud 
the {aid Bedlow. 

The Doétcr whofe Zeal was very hot, 
cofffd neser hear anv Man after this talk 
againft the Plot, or ayaioft the Witneffes, 
but he Thought he was one of thefe Tories, 
ard cal’d alinos every Maa a Tory that op- 
posdhim in Diftoucte ¥ till at iaft,~ the 
WerdTory became Pepolar,and iz fiuck fo 
clofe to the Party in ai their Bluady Pre- 
ceedings, that they had no Way to get ic 


Off 5 fo at laft they own'd It, juft as they do 


now the Name of High Flyer. 

As to the Word Whig, it is Scors, the 
ufe of it began there, when the Wefterm 
Men, Call’d Cameroniens, took Arms fre- 
quently for their Religion Whig, was 
a Word us’d in thofe Parts, for a kind of 
Liquor the Weftern High Land Men us'd 
to Drink, whofe Compofition I do not 
Remember, and fo became common to the 
People that drank it $ ic afterwards became 
a Denomination to the Poor Harrafs’d Peo- 
ple of that part of the Country, who being 
unmercifelly Perfecuted by the Govern- 
ment, AGAINST all Lawand Jaftice, 
thought they had a Civil Right to thelr 
Religious Liberties, aud therefore frequent- 
ly Refifted the Arbitrary Power of their 
Princes. 

Thefe Men, tired with ianumerable 
Oppreffions, Ravifhings, Murthers, aod 
Plundrings, took up Arms about the Year 
1681, being the Famous {nfurre&tion at 
Borhweil Bridgem—_—T he Duke of Monmoush 
then in Favour here, was fent againft them 
by King Charles, and Defeated them; at 
his return, inftead of Thanks fer the good 
Service, he found. himfelf ill Treated for 
ate them too Mégcifully And 
D. Lauderdale told@Xing Charles, with an 
Oath, That the Duke had been fo Civil to 
Whigs, becaufe he wasa Whig himfelf in his 
Heart-——~ This made it a Court Word, 
and in alittle while afl the Friends and Fol- 
lowers of the Duke, began to be called 
Whigs; and they, asthe other Party did by 
the Word Tory, took it freely enough to 
themfelves-———~
